CAN YOU 
COMMAND LOVE 
April 5. 1982 


Background Scripture: 

Deuteronomy 6:4-9, Mark 
12:28-37 
Devotional Reading: 

John 15:9-17. 

It is said that the rabbis of 
Israel in the time of Jesus cal- 
culated that the I.aw contained 
365 prohibitions -- one for every 
day of the year! -- and 249 posi 
tive commands. Some rabbis 
contended that among these 613 
commandments, that they were 
equally important. Obviously, 
not all rabbis felt that way, 
because one of the scribes came 
to Jesus asking, "Which com- 
mandment islirst ofall” (Mark 
12:28). 

Jesus could have given a 
much safer answer than hedid 
He might have said, “Well, this 
one is probably first, but all the 
others are important, too.” In- 
stead, however, Jesus boiled 
down all the commandments to 
juat two: "Love the Lord Your 
God" from Deuterononwy 6:4 and 
“your neighbor as yoursel{™ from 
Leviticus 19:15b. “There is no 

other commandment greater 
than these,” concluded Jesus 
(12:29-31). Apparently, the 
scribe's question had been sin- 
cere, because when Jesus an- 
swers it, his response is very 
positive and Jesus commends 
him, saying: "You are not far 
from the kingdom of God" 
(12:34). 

So, Jesus and thescribe both 
agree that all of the Jewish law 
could be summed up in the com: 
mandment to love both God 
and one's neighbor. That's quite 
a bitof distillation’ Six hundred 
thirteen commandmenta, sum- 
marized in two! And actually, 
that summary is still good for 
Christians today. When we get 
confused and lost in theological 
questions and conflicts, we need 
to remember that the essence 
of Christianity is not the way 


we verbalize what we believe, 
but to love both God and one's 
neighbor with all the tullnees 
we can nuster 
But there athe problem, isn't 
1t? How much leve can we mus. 
ter? Jeaus dex ribes it as loving 
God “with all your heart — soul 
mind and atrength.” 
That's quite a bit of love, isn't 
1t? Maybe itis more love than 
many of us can nimnage Have 
you ever been around someone 
wh. seems to be pure love? My 
cv reaction has vacillated be- 
tween admiration, shame and 
annoyance. In the presence of a 
truly loving person I may foel 
very inadequate. | confess this 
freely because | rather imagine 
that some of you readers have 
the same problem. When. Jesus 
commands us to love God and 
our neighbor, | can’t help won- 
dering if it is possible to com- 
mand love. 
AGAPE LOVE 
The problem is that, al- 
though | know better, I keep 
forgetting what love really is. I 
keep thinking of love as some 
thing that primarily is feeling 
In his little book, New Testa- 
ment Words, William Barclay 
reminds us that, although we 
have but one word for love in 
English, the Greeks had no 
fewer than four: eros or love 
between the sexes, storge 
which is family afffection, 
philia meaning affectionate 
regard, and agape. In the first 
three, there is a considerable 
feeling of warmth -- from luke- 
warm to hot! These are emo- 
tions of the heart. But, accord 
ing to Barclay, agape has todo 
with the mind. Says Barclay. 
“It is a principle by which we 
deliberately live. Agape has 
supremely todo with the will.” 
It is a deliberate willing to seek 
the highest for others, regard 
leas of how we may feel about 
them. They are loveable only in 
one sense -- we cannot feel 
loving toward them -- but they 
arenot really unlovable because 
we can always will to do the 
right thing for them In love. 
good feeling is nice, but not 
essential. 

So can love be commanded? 
God cannot command us to feel 
loving toward everyone, but he 
can -- and does -- command us 
todothe loving thing, no matter 
how we may feel.

Study shows inequity 
in college athletics

ust days before coach Pat 
Summitt’s Tennessee

ltle, the intercollegiate sports 
organization released a study 
that raised more than a few 
eyebrows about the status of 
women's athletics on campus 
The fact that the Final Four

of the NCAA Division | wom- 
en's basketball tournament is 
being covered live by CBS 
again this year (the final game 
of the women's tournament 
airs Sunday, April 5, and the fi- 
fal of the men’s tournament 
airs Monday, April 6) might 
lead some to believe (hat wom- 
ens intercollegiate athletics 
are finally approaching parity 
with men's college sports 
That would be a mistaken 
assumption 
According to a gender-equi- 
ty survey of 646 schools (253 of 
them in Division [) conducted 
by the NCAA and released in 
mid-March the nationa insti- 
tutes of higher learning have 


plenty of work to do to make 
up the imbalance of opportuni- 
ty that continues to exist be- 
tween male and female ath- 
letes on campus 
That finding confirmed the 
long-held suspicions of a num- 
ber of women coaches and ad- 
ministrators 
The study revealed that 
among Division | colleges and 
universities, on average, 250 
men per school participate in 
intercollegiate athletics, while 
the corresponding figure for 
women is only 111 That's ara- 
tio of more than 2-to-] among 
institutions where women 
make up slightly more than 50 
percent of the cumulative stu- 
dent body Similarly dispro- 
portionate ratios exist in the 
number of scholarships of- 
fered and in athletic scholar 
ship expenditures 
As the NCAA points out. col- 
lege football is the largest sin- 
gle factor in the imbalance 
The sport attracts a large 
number of male athletes, and 
in terms of participation, 
there is no comparable wom- 
en's sport That explains the 
numbers. but it raises the fur- 
ther question of whether col- 
leges are meeting the athletic 
needs of their women students 
Don't expect the disparity 
revealed by the study to disap- 
pear overnight. but the fact 
that the NCAA undertook the 
study at all. and the fact that 
the orgamization has recog: 
nized it as only a first step and 
has named a task force to con- 
tinue working on the problem. 
is encouraging

Discovery Trail 


Bill Passes House 


Rep. Beverly Byron’s(D- 
Md.) bill supporting the 
American Discovery Trail’s 
(ADT) inclusion in the 
country’s scenictrail system 
passed the I louse Tuesday. A 
companion bill sponsored by 
Sen. Hank Brown(R-Co.) will 
get ahearing April 1 before 
the Senate subcommittee on 
Public Lands. 

The Byron measure 
amends the National Trails 
System Act torequire a study 
by the Secretariesof the Inte- 
rior and Agriculture todeter- 
mine the feasibilitv and de- 
sirability of designating the 
ADT anational scenic trail. 

The study must be com- 
pleted and submitted to Con- 
gress within three years of 
the date of enactment of the 
legislation. Among the ques- 
tions to be answered by the 
study are the potential uses 
of the trail including eco- 
nomic and social benefits, and 
plans for the developing and 
maintaining the trail. 

Thecoat of the ADT study 
estimated to be less than 
$300,000 because much of the 
preliminary work needed for 
the study hasbeencompleted 
by the scouting expedition 
that reached the end of the 
trail at Cape Henlopen State 
Park in Delaware last Au- 
gust.

a 40,000-mile trail network. 
In Maryland the ADT traces 
the entire route of the C&O 
Canal.

Contributions For 
Chesapeake Bay 
Holding Steady 


Maryland State Comptrol- 
ler Louis L. Goldstein says 
taxpayers are contributing 
to the Chesapeake Bay and 
Endangered Species Fund at 
the same rate at this point 
dunnglast year’sincome tax 
filing season - despite the eco- 
nomic situation. 

As of March 23, 1992, 
33,350 taxpayers had con- 
tributed $341,855 tothe fund 
using their state income tax 
returns. At the same time 
last year, 32,809 taxpayers 
had contributed $333,619. 

Sixty-one Garrett County 
taxpayers have donated ato- 
tal of $524.91. 

“Our figures show that 
3.1% of returns processed so 
far include donations about 
the samethistime last year,” 
Goldstein said. “The steady 
commitment shown by Mary- 
landers tothis donation pro- 
gram helping the Bay and 
our wildlife has helped make 
Maryland's checkoff one of 
the most successful in the 
nation.” 

Montgomery County 
leads the subdivisions in dol- 
lars donated to the Chesa- 
peake Bay and Endangered 
Species Trust Fund, with 
5,719 taxpayerscontributing 
$72,551. Prince George's 
County's 4,884 donators are 
contributing the second high- 
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est amount -- $53,487 -- while 
the greatest number of con- 
tributions are coming from 
Baltimore County, where 
5,752 taxpayers have donated 
$51,533. 

Howard County has the 
highest percentage of partici- 
pation, with 5.2% of its tax- 
payers whose returns have 
already been processed mak- 
ing contributions tothe fund. 
Montgomery County's 4.9% 
participation iscurrently the 
second highest. 

The highest average con- 
tribution - $12.69 - is also 
coming from Montgomery 
County. Calvert County tax- 
payers are donating the sec- 
ond highest average amount, 
$12.57. 

“So far, 483 taxpayers 
have donated $50 or more, 
including 20 returns which 
included donations of over 
$200. Two taxpayers have 
donated $500 each, Goldstein 
said. “The statewide average 
contribution continues to 
climb and is now $10.20.” 

Thecomptrolleralsonoted 
that, while most taxpayers 
contributed by deducting 
theircontribution from there 
state tax refund, 1,317 tax- 
payers donated $1 1,916, even 
though they owed additional 
state income tax with their 
final return. 

Goldstein reminded tax- 
payers that, while any con- 
tribution tothe fund on line 

63 of the short or long form 


refund or added to any addi- 
tional tax they owe, it will be 
deductible on the federal and 
state returnsfiled next year 
ifthey itemize deductions. 

“At the same time, tax- 
payers who donated to the 
fund on their 1990 Maryland 
incometax returm shouldbe 
sure to include that donation 
amountin the chantablecon- 
tributionscategory of deduc- 
tiona on their 1991 federal 
and state returns, if they are 
itemizing deductions,” he 
said. 

Money donated to the 
Chesapeake Bay and Endan- 
gered Speciesfund isevenly 
divided between the Chesa- 
peake Bay Trust and the 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources.

Nearly 250 eighth grade 

students from middle and 
junior high schools in Wash- 
ington, Allegany andGarrett 
counties gathered last 
Wednesday in Cumberland 
for a Teen Conference ad- 
dressing adolescent health 
issues. The Teen Conference, 
amulti-agency effort coordi- 
nated by Susan Davis, MEd, 
adolescent education coordi- 
nator at the Western Mary- 
land Area Health Education 
Center (AHEC), was held at 
Allegany Community College. 
The conference offered four 
workshopedesignedtoteach 
effective coping skills to young 
teens to help them survive 
the turmoil of adolescence and 
emerge healthy, both physi- 
cally andemotionally. 

The conference was 
planned by the Interdepart- 
mental Committeeson Ado- 
lescent Pregnancy (ICAP) of 
Washington, Allegany and 
Garrett counties. The ICAP 
committees are composed of 
representatives from each 
county's Department of So- 
cial Services, Health Depart- 
ment, Juvenile Services, 
Board of Education, health 
care community, and the 
Western Maryland AHEC 

Funds for the conference 
were provided througha grant 
from the Maryland Gov- 
ernor’s Council on Adoles- 
cent Pregnancy. 

The Keynote speaker was 
Bette McLeod, director of 
Race Equity Programming for 
the Mid-Atlantic Equity Cen- 
ter in Washington, D.C. As 
aneducator for over 30 years, 
McLeod's expertise includes 
areas such as echool-commu- 
nity relations, self-esteem, 
bias, conflict management, 
team building, effective lead- 
ership, communication, ste- 
reotyping, and multicultural 
awarenese 

Topics addressed through 


the Teen Conference work- 
shops included awareness 
and prevention of date rape, 
how todeal with social pres- 
sures, physical intimacy ver- 
sus emotional intimacy, and 
sexually transmitted dis- 
eases. Educatorsandhealth 
specialists from Allegany, 
Washington and Garrett 
countiesconducted the work- 
shops. 

Workshop presenters 
from Garrett County were 
Cindy Downton, pupil per- 
sonnel worker; Francis 
Callis, domestic violencecen- 
ter; Becky Aiken, Garrett 
County Board of Education 
school nurse; andJack Settle, 
guidance counselor. The fa- 
cility coordinator was Nancy 
Forlifer at Allegany Commu- 
nity C llege. 

F :ewing the workshops, 
Allegany County's Life Scene 
Improvisational Theater per- 
formed. Life Scene features 
volunteer teenage actors from 
area high schools usually 
recruited from S.H.O.P. (Stu- 
dents Helping Other People) 
groups throughout Allegany 
County. Life Scene’s mission 
is to help area young people 

realize they are not alone in 
their worries, fears, problems 
and concerns and that helpis 
available for those “inneed.”

Some College 
Programs May 
Have To BeCut 


Maryland's public col- 
leges and universities should 
evaluate the need for hun- 
dreds of academic programs 
that attract few students and 
produce few graduates. 

That recommendation. 
approved last week by acom 
mittee of the Maryland 
Higher Education Commis- 
sion, will be presented tothe 
full commission at its next 
meeting 

“Maryland's campuses 
have been forced tomake deep 
cutsin their hudgetsover the 
last }8months, and itislikely 
that there will be only moder- 
ate increases in state appro- 
priations for higher educa- 
tion during the next several 
years,” said Shaila R. Aery, 
secretary of Higher Educa- 
tion. “That means that we 
have toconcentrate our ener- 
giesandlimitedfundsonhigh 
priority programs.” 

According to a commis- 
sion study, nearly 150 aca- 
demic programs currently 

offered at the state’s 13 pub- 
lic four-year colleges and 
universities and 17commu- 
nity colleges have suffered 
anenrollment decline of more 
than 25 percent letween 1987 


and 1991 and prxluced only 
asmall numberof graduates 
inthe same five-year period 
Two thirds of the programs 
are offen dat four-yearcam 
puses 

Over 400 more programs 
either suffer from declining 
enrollment orhave low gradu 
ation rates. Four-year public 
campuses account for over 50 
percentof those programs 

Aery said that four-year 
campuses traditionally add 
more academic programs 
than they eliminate. During 
the last decade, public four 
year institutions in Mary- 
land initiated 126 new de- 
gree programs while terni- 
nating only 12. By compari- 
son, community colleges 
eliminated 71 programs while 
adding 121. 

“Campuses will have to 
concentrate more of theirlim- 
ited resources on programs 


central to their missions,” 
Aery said Each public cam- 
pus has a mission statement, 
approved by the commiesion, 
that identifies academic pri- 
onties. The commission study 
ofenrollment and graduation 
rates for individual programs, 
which will be conducted an- 
nually, should help college 
presidents evaluate the needs 
for programs, Aery said. 

With commission ap- 
proval, governing boards will 
he asked to decide whether 
these programsare needed in 
light of campus priorities, 
evaluate their future cost, 
and say whether they will 
continue tobe offered. 

The commission is 
Maryland's statewide coordi- 
nating agency for higheredu- 
cation, responsible for plan- 
ning, program approval, 
policy analysis and budget 
recommendations.

New Way To 
Return Funds 


“For the first time, we're 
placing full size ad supple- 
ments in newspapers all 
acroas the state to help find 
more than 22,000 people 
who've been reported tous as 
the rightful owners of money 
or valuables worth millions 
of dullara,” says Maryland 
State Comptroller Louis L. 
Goldstein. 

The unclaimed property 
ad insert can be found in 
today’s issue of The Repu bli- 
can. 

The individuals whose 
names appear in the inserts 

are due unclaimed fundsfrom 
banks or other businesses. 
The names were reported to 
the Comptroller's Office in 
the past year. “Be sure to 
look for the unclaimed prop- 
erty ad insert with the trea- 
sure chest on the front be- 
cause it can mean money in 
your pocket,” the comptrol- 
lersaid. 

In the past, the 
Comptroller s Office adver- 
tised the namesof apparent 
rightful owners only in the 
ccunty of their last known 
addresses, but the new ad 
will list all of the names in 
every ad supplement. “Even 
if you moved from Montgom- 
ery toCecil County, you can 
still see your name or your 
relatives’ names in the ad 
supplement,” Goldstein said. 

Financial institutions, 
insurance companiesandcor- 
porations are required tore- 
port bank accounts, contents 
of safe deposit boxes, wages, 
insurance benefits, stuck divi- 
dendsand otherfunds tothe 
Comptroller's Office if they 
remain unclaimed for five 
years or more. 

The unclaimed property 
doesn't include real estate, 
boats or cars. Bank accounts 
and other funds reported by 
financial institutions make 
up most of the unclaimed 
funds in the current adver- 
tising insert. Unclaimed in- 
surance benefits will be ad- 


vertised in the fall. 

Once money is reported to 
the state as unclaimed, the 
Comptroller's Office attempts 
to locate rightful owners by 
mail and through advertise- 
ments in local newspapers 
and by outreach efforts at 
locationa such as acomputer 
at the State Fair 

The Comptroller's Office 
also tries tolocate unclaimed 
property owners by match- 
ing their names with the ad- 
dresses on other computer- 
ized lists. “People who re-

When line- 
men climtpoles to work on 
power lirge, their climbers 
can hit these metal objects, 
causing ®em to fall.

“Linemm use metal climb- 
ing spilés orclimbers to scale 
a pole ad complete mainte- 
nance and repair work. 
Climbag linemen must have 
asolicwood pole to dig intoin 
order climb a pole safely. If. 
climbrs hit a nail, staple or 
tackfhe linemen could fall 
and ® injured. 

“the safety of our em- 
ployes is a high priority at 
Potanac Edison,” added Ms.

New Way To 
Return Funds 


“For the first time, we're 
placing full size ad supple- 
ments in newspapers all 
across the state to help find 
more than 22,000 people 
who've been reported tous as 
the rightful owners of money 
or valuables worth millions 
of dollars, says Maryland 
State Comptroller Louis L 
Goldstein. 

The unclaimed property 
ad insert can be found in 
today’s issue of The Repu blt- 
can 

The individuals whose 

names appear in the inserts 
are due unclinmed funds from 
banks or other businesses 
The names were reported to 
the Comptroller's Office in 
the past year. “Be sure to 
look forthe unclaimed prop- 
erty ad insert with the trea- 
sure chest on the front be- 
cause it can mean money in 
your pocket,” the comptrol- 
lersaid. 

In the past, the 
Comptroller s Office adver- 
tised the names of apparent 
rightful owners only in the 
county of their last known 
addresses, but the new ad 
will list all of the names in 
every ad supplement. “Even 
if you moved from Montgom- 
ery toCecil County, you can 
still see your name or your 
relatives’ names in the ad 
supplement,” Goldstein said 

Financial institutions, 
insurance companies and cor- 
porations are required tore- 
port bank accounts, contents 
of safe deposit boxes, wages, 
insurance benefits, stock divi- 
dends and other funds tothe 
Comptroller's Office if they 
remain unclaimed for five 
years or more 

The unclaimed property 
doesn't include real estate, 
boatsorcars Bat.k accounts 
and other funds reported by 
financial institutions make 
up most of the unclaimed 
funds in the current adver- 
tising insert. Unclaimed in- 
surance benefits will be ad- 


vertised in the fall 

Once money 1s reported to 
the state as unclaimed, the 
Comptroller's Office attempts 
to locate mghtful owners by 
mail and through advertise- 


should regard them aslegiti- 
mate,” thecomptrullersaid 

If the money remains 
unclaimed after the adver- 
tisement, it 1a turned over to 
the state. “However, 
Maryland’slaw iscustodial, 
meaning that there isnotime 
limit under which the prop- 
erty orits monetary equiva 
lent may be claimed,” 
Goldstem said 

The State Comptroller s 
Office has records on more 
than 160,000 accounts dat- 
ing back to the 1960's, and 
worth more than $60 million 
“If you missed any of our 
advertisements in the past 
25 years, you may have 
missed your name,” 
Goldstein said. “So, be sure 
to clip the form on the back 
page of thecurrent ad supple- 
ment, fill it out and mail to 
the Unclaimed Property Sec- 
tion to learn how to claim 
yourfunds.”

New Way To 
Return Funds 


“For the first time, we're 
placing full size ad supple- 
ments in newspapers all 
across the state to help find 
more than 22,000 people 
who've been reported tous as 
the rightful owners of money 
or valuables worth millions 
of dollars,” says Maryland 
State Comptroller Louis L. 
Goldstein. 

The unclaimed property 
ad insert can be found in 
today’s issue of The Repu bli- 
can. 

The individuals whose 
names appear in the inserts 
are due unclaimed funds from 
banks or other businesses. 
The names were reported to 
the Comptroller's Office in 
the past year. “Be sure to 
look for the unclaimed prop- 
erty ad insert with the trea- 
sure chest on the front be- 
cause it can mean money in 
your pocket,” the comptrol- 
ler said. 

In the past, the 
Comptroller's Office adver- 
tised the names of apparent 
rightful owners only in the 
county of their last known 
addresses, but the new ad 
will list all of the names in 
every ad supplement. “Even 
if youmoved from Montgom- 
ery toCecil County, youcan 
still see your name or your 
relatives’ names in the ad 

supplement,” Goldstein said 

Financial institutions, 
insurance companies and cor- 
porations are required tore- 

port bank accounts, contents 
of safe deposit boxes, wages, 
insurance benefits, stock divi- 
dendsandotherfundstothe 
Comptroller's Office if they 
remain unclaimed for five 
years or more. 

The unclaimed property 
doesn’t include real estate, 
boatsor cars. Bank accounts 
and otherfunds reported by 
financial institutions make 
up most of the unclaimed 
funds in the current adver- 
tising insert. Unclaimed in- 
surance benefits will be ad- 


vertised in the fall. 

Once money is reported to 
the state as unclaimed, the 
Comptroller's Office attempts 
to locate rightful owners by 
mail and through advertise- 
ments in local newspapers 
and by outreach efforts at 
locations such as acomputer 
at the State Fair 

The Comptroller's Office 
also tries tolocate unclaimed 
property owners by match- 
ing their names with the ad- 
dresses on other computer- 
ized lists. “People who re-

pose a real safety threat to 

linemen of The Potomac 
dieon Company. 

According to Potomac 
Edieon’s Weetern Division 
Manager Nancy Neff, this 
practice may seem harmless, 
but when signs are removed 
from poles, the nailsand tacks 
usually aren't. When line- 
men clim): poles to work on 
power lines, their climbers 
can hit these metal objects, 
causing them to fall. 

“We ask our customers to 
avoid the posting of signs on 
our polas,” said Ms. Neff. 
‘Linemen use metal climb- 
ing spikesor climbers to scale 
a pole and complete mainte- 
nance and repair work. 
Climb nglinemen musthave 
asolid wood pole to dig intoin 
ordertoclimb a pole safely. If 
climbers hita nail, staple or 
ta:k, the linemen could fall 
at.d he injured. 

‘The safety of our em- 
ployees is a high priority at 
Potomac Edison,” added Ms. 
Neff, “and we encourage our 
customers to consider their 
sntety, as well. Nailsea and 
ottiermetal objects can also 

incture a lineman’s protec- 
tive rubberequipment. This 
eUipmentis used to insulate 
4 lineman againstelectrical 
shock. Even the smallest hole 
inalineman’srubber sleeves, 
sloves or other protecting 
gear can mean electrical 
shock, burns or electrocu- 
tion.” 

Ms. Neff said that cus- 
tomerscan help protect line- 
men for injury simply by re- 
fraining from tacking their 
signs or other items on util- 
ity poles. 

‘We want customers to 
be aware of the potential dan- 
ger to our employees that is 
associated with the posting 
of these signs. We would like 
customers to remember that 
safety ofourlinemen depends 
on keeping poles clear of 
signs, posters or other items,” 
she concluded.

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Stripcropping Controls 
Soil Erosion And Runoff 


Before farmers realize it, 
It will be time to get their 
crops planted. But before 
field work is started, farm- 
ers may want to consider 
what they can do to control 
ao] -roaion and save their 
toy wil and nutrients. If so, 
on: more simple and inex- 
per:sive step could be taken 
Stripcropping isthe way 
of improving soil protection 
on fields this spring. Many 
farmers say that field strips 
arv the best thing they have 
ever done to control erosion 
and eliminate gullies 
Stripcropping in many 
places can eliminate the 
need for engineered prac- 
tices like diversions and 
waterways, also these prac- 
tices have to be maintained 
from time to time 
Contour strips are the 
best method for water con- 
trol if the field lends itselfito 
be contoured Contours 
work best if the field has a 
constant slope. If the slopes 
are irregular, the strips’ 
width could vary too much 
or have too sharp of a bend 
that makes it difficult to 
farm However, this 
shouldn't discourage farm- 
ers Another method for 
water control 1s field stmps 
They work well also, but 
not quite as well as contour 
strips for water control and 
soil movement. Field strips 
are adaptable tomore fields. 
For example, the first strip 
could be on contour, then 
the next strip would be even 
width, approximately 120 
feet wide depending on the 
slope, but thiscan also vary 
Not every acre in every 
field can be stripped It’s 
just not practical. However, 
Soil Conservation Service 
technicians say that it 
doesn't make sense to plow 
up a whole field for one crop 
or to plow and plant up and 
down a hill. However. it is 
practical to break up a field 
with more than one crop 
The best way for farm- 
ers to see if strips would 
work 18 to ask the Garrett 
Soil Conservation District 
to come to their farm. Ac- 
cording to Butch Miller, Soil 
Conservation technician, 
“we like to have you in the 
field with us when we are 
laying out strips because 
sometimesthere are options 
you could have, like strip 


width which can vary de 
pending on your tillage 
methods.” Sometimes a 
combination of contoured 
and even width strips are 
laid out in the same field. 
“We try to accommodate the 
farmer in any way we can 
because they are the one 
who has to plow, plant, and 
harvest thecropsfrom these 
strips,” says Miller 

Miller adds, “Think 
about this; stripcropping 
could be another tool to meet 
your conservation needs on 
your farm during these 
tough times.”

Farm Bureau Urges 
New Approach To 
Pesticide Risk 


The American Farm 
Bureau Federation has 
urged Congress to establish 
a regulatory framework 
that strives to protect the 
public against unreasonable 
risks -- not all risks -- in 
dealing with pesticide 
safety. 

“Nature is not benign, 
nor is life risk-free,” said 
Mark Maslyn, AFBF assis- 
tant director of national af- 
fairs, explaining that a 
policy that is excessively 
conservative in its approach 
to risk management is as 
misguided as one that 
trivializes risk. 

Farmers have concern 
and a genuine respect for 
the need to ensure that ag- 
nicultural chemicals are safe 
to use and are used safely, 
Maslyn told a House sub- 
committee during a hear- 
ing on pesticide safety. 

“We (farmers andranch- 
ers) live onthe land we work 
and purchase our food from 
the same stores as everyone 
else. Ourlivelihoods depend 
onconsumer confidence and 
acceptance that our prod-

ucts are safe and nutri- 
tious.” 

Maslyn said farmers 
want to do what is right for 
the environment and for 
consumers. “As this coun- 
try has grown, our farmers 
have responded to the de- 
mands of consumers by pro- 
ducing high-quality and 
low-coat food,” as a result of 
technological advances. 

“Agricultural chemicals 
are an integral part of mod- 
ern farming systems and are 
currently the best available 
and most practical technol- 
ogy. They are an essential 
tool for both farm produc- 
tion and profitability that 
helps minimize the risk of 
loss. And, the safe use of 
chemicals has benefitted 
consumers,” Maslyn testi- 
fied. 

He said Farm Bureau 
supports efforts to replace 
the Delaney Clause with a 
negligible risk standard. 
“We strongly favor the ap- 
proach you (the committee) 


have taken in calculating 
dietary exposure by using 
the ‘whole crop’ approach.” 


The Delaney Clause is 
based on a “zero-risk” stan- 
dard. A “negligible risk” 
standard would evaluate 
the benefit of a chemical 
compared to the amount of 
risk involved in using it. 
The “whole crop” approach 
differs from the current 
method by balancing the 
risk and benefits of all pes- 
ticides being used on a par- 
ticular crop instead of fo- 
cusing on risks and benefits 
of one pesticide at a time 
across ail of its uses. 


Farm Bureau also sup- 
ports efforts to accelerate 
the cancellation process for 
agricultural chemicals, 
Maslyn testified. “For the 
sake of public confidence in 
our regulatory process, it is 
clear that the time it takes 
to cancel pesticides deter- 
mined to pose unreasonable 
risks should be shortened.” 


IPM Training Video Available 
For Corn And Soybean Growers 


The Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service, Maryland In- 
stitute for Agriculture and 
Natural Resources, has 
been helping educate Mary- 
land farmers about the eco- 
nomic and environmental 
benefits of integrated pest 
management (IPM) for 
many years. In 1991 Exten- 
sion trained and provided 
information on IPM tomore 
than 8,000 farmers, 4,000 
members of the “green” and 
pest control industries, and 
50,000 private citizens. 

Now, anew training vid- 
eotape on IPM techniques 
for corm and soybeans -- 
Maryland’s largest crops -- 
will allow Extension to 
reach even more agricul- 
tural producersin Maryland 
and surrounding Mid-At- 
lantic states. 

“Corn and soybeans are 
two of Maryland’s most im- 
portant crops,” says Betty 
Marose, Extension’s IPM 
coordinator. “If IPM were 
used on all Maryland comm 
and soybean acreage, farm- 
ers would save more than 
$7 million in pesticide ap- 
plication costs while help- 
ing to protect wildlife and 
ground-water quality.” ++: 

Integrated Pest Manage- 
ment forCorn and Soybeans 
is designed as a practical 
guide to teach growers, pri- 
vateconsultants, scouts and 
the agribusiness service sec- 
tor how to put IPM to work 
on the farm. Its purpose is 
nottoreplace training work- 
shops and other methods of 
IPM information delivery, 
but to supplement these 
approaches and provide 
workshop participants with 
asource of information they 
can refer to afterward. 

Produced by Extension 
with a grant from the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency and supplemental 
funding from the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture, 
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the videotape is divided into 
four sections: 


* Introduction (11:04 
minutes) 

* Corn Insects and Dis- 
eases (15:46 minutes) 

* Soybean Insects and 
Diseases (12:35 minutes) 

* Weeds of Corn and Soy- 
beans (23:55 minutes) 

It is designed to help 
viewers: 

* identify weeds, insects 
and diseases, 

* understand how pest 
biology affects control deci- 
sions, 

* accurately sample pest 
populations, and 

* decide if pest levels are 
high enough to warrant 
treatment. 

The tape covers many 
pests of national concern, 
and emphasizes sampling 
techniques and economic 
thresholds applicable to the 
Mid-Atlantic region. 

Among the 22 insect 
pests discussed are the cut- 
worm, corn rootworm, Eu- 
ropean corn borer, Mexican 
bean beetle, spider mite and 
com earworm (also known 

as podworm). 


Seedlings and mature 
specimens of more than 30 
weeds are shown. By learn- 
ing how to identify these 
weeds, viewers can select 
the best herbicides andcon- 
trol weeds effectively with 
lower application rates. 
Guidelines for determining 
the economic feasibility of 
post-emergence herbicide 
treatments are provided, 
along with a discussion of 
such cultural practices as 
crop rotation and tillage. 

The tape also gives in- 
formation on 12 diseases 
and the strategiesthat could 
be used to minimize infec- 
tion.

Be Careful — When Switching Your 
Corn Fields To No-Tillage 

For years, everyone's been telling you (including me) 
that you should be using the “no-till” method for growing 
corn for the sake of soil conservation. No question -- conser- 
vation tillage does help to stabilize the soil from eroding 
away. But before you make the switch from conventional 
tillage to reduced tillage there is an important fact to 
consider -- Is the supply of nutrients deep enough in the soil 
for the corn roots to have an adequate supply? 

If the field to be no-tilled has a high fertility level down 
to the depth of a moldboard plow furrow, there shouldn't be 
any problems with the nutrient supply. But if the field is in 
the low to medium fertility level, in all likelihood there will 
not be enough available nutrients to produce the desired 
yield. 

On those low to medium fertility fields you will need to 
build up the fertility level before switching to reduced tillage 
This meansyou will need to plow down the nutrients intothe 
root zone. This process may take more than one year, 

depending on the starting fertility level. Chisel plows and 
field cultivators only go to about one-half the depth of a 
moldboard plow.

tices hke diversions and 
waterways, alao these prac- 
tices have to be maintained 
from time to time 

‘ontour strips are the 
best method for water con 
trol if the field lends itself to 
be «ontoured Contours 
work best if the field has a 
constant slope Ifthe slopes 
are irregular, the strips’ 
width could vary too much 
or have too sharp of a bend 
that makes it difficult to 
farm tlowever, this 
shouldn't discourage farm- 
ers Another method for 
water control ts field strips 
They work well also, but 
not quite ae well as contour 
strips for water control and 

sol movement Field strips 
are adaptable to more fields 
For example, the first strip 
could be on contour, then 
the next strip would be even 
width, approximately [2 
feet wide depending on the 
slope, but thiscan alse vary 
Not every acre in every 
field can be stripped. It's 
just not practical [lowever, 
Soil Conservation Service 
technicians say that it 
doesn't make sense to plow 
upa whole field for one crop 
or to plow and plant up and 
down a hill.

Pesticide Risk 


The American Farm 
Bureau Federation has 
urged Congress to establish 
a regulatory framework 
that strives to protect the 
public against unreasonable 
nsks -- not all risks -- in 
dealing with pesticide 
safety. 

“Nature is not benign, 
nor is life risk-free,” said 
Mark Maslyn, AFBF aasis- 
tant director of national af- 
fairs, explaining that a

ucts are safe and nutri- 
tious.” 

Maslyn said farmers 
want to do what is right for 
the environment and for 
consumers, “As this coun- 
try has grown, our farmers 
have responded to the de- 
mands 0f consumers by pro- 
ducing high-quality and 
low-coat food,” as a result of 
technological advances. 

“Agricultural chemicals 
are an integral part of mod- 
ern farming systems and are 
currently the best available 
and most practical technol- 
ogy. They are an essential 
tool for both farm produc- 
tion and profitability that 
helps minimize the risk of 
loss. And, the safe use of 
chemicals has benefitted 
consumers,” Maslyn testi- 
fied. 

He said Farm Bureau 
supports efforts to replace 
the Delaney Clause with a 
negligible risk standard. 
‘We strongly favor the ap- 
Proach you (the committee) 


have taken in calculating 
dietary exposure by using 
the ‘whole crop’ approach.” 


The Delaney Clause is 
based on a “zero-risk” stan- 
dard A “negligible risk” 
standard would evaluate 
the benefit of a chemical 
compared to the amount of 
risk involved in using it. 
The “whole crop” approach 
differs from the current 
method by balancing the 
risk and benefits of all pes- 
ticides being used on a par- 
ticular crop instead of fo- 
cusing on risks and benefits 
of one pesticide at a time 
across ail of its uses. 


Farm Bureau also sup- 
ports efforts to accelerate 
the cancellation process for 
agricultural chemicals, 
Maslyn testified. “For the 
sake of public confidence in 
our regulatory process, it is 
clear that the time it takes 
to cancel pesticides deter- 
mined to pose unreasonable 
risks should be shortened.”

Be Careful - When Switching Your 
Corn Fields To No-Tillage 

For years, everyone's been telling you (including me) 
that you should be using the “no-till” method for growing 
corn for the sake of soil conservation. No question -- conser- 
vation tillage does help to stabilize the soil from eroding 
away. But before you make the switch from conventional 
tillage to reduced tillage there is an important fact to 
consider -- Is the supply of nutrients deep enough in the soil 
for the corn roots to have an adequate supply? 

If the field to be no-tilled has a high fertility level down 
to the depth of a moldboard plow furrow, there shouldn't be 
any problems with the nutrient supply. But if the field is in 
the low to medium fertility level, in all likelihood there will 
not be enough available nutments to produce the desired 
yield. 

On those low to medium fertility fields you will need to 
build upthe fertility level before switching to reduced tillage 
This means you will need to plow down the nutrients intothe 
root zone. This process may take more than one year, 

depending on the starting fertility level. Chisel plows and 
field cultivators only go to about one-half the depth of a 
moldboard plow 
In the no-till system the nutrients will tend to concen- 
trate in the top 3" to 4” of the soil. Phosphorus and Potash are 


somewhat immobile and will not move down into the deeper 
root zone. The P and K that already exists in the deep root 
zone will be depleted by the corn plants; therefore, with the 
no-tillage there will be very little opportunity to replace the by 
extracted P and K. No problem with nitrogen because it

Stripcropping Controls 
Soil Erosion And Runoff 


Before farmers realize it, 
it will be time to get their 
crops planted. But before 
field work is started, farm- 
ers may want to consider 
what they can do to control 
soil erosion and save their 
toy «ou and nutrients. If a0, 
on: more simple and inex- 
pensive step could be taken 

Stripcropping is the way 
of improving soil protection 
on fields this spring. Many 
farmers say that field strips 
are the best thing they have 
ever done to control erosion 
and eliminate gullies 
Stripcropping in many 
places can eliminate the 
nee for engineered prac- 
tices like diversions and 
waterways, alao these prac- 
tices have to be maintained 
from time to time 

Contour strips are the 
best method for water con- 
trolif the field lends itself to 
be contoured. Contours 
work best if the field has a 
constant slope. Ifthe slopes 
are irregular, the strips’ 
width could vary too much 
or have too sharp of a bend 
that makes it difficult to 
farm However, this 
shouldn't discourage farm- 

ers. Another method for 
water control is field strips. 
They work well also, but 
not quite as well as contour 
strips for water control and 
soil movement. Field strips 
are adaptable to more fields. 
For example. the first strip 
could be on contour, then 
the next strip would be even 
width, approximately 120 
feet wide depending on the 
slope, but thiscan also vary 
Not every acre in every 
field can be stripped. It’s 
just not practical. However, 
Soil Conservation Service 
technicians say that it 
doesn't make sense to plow 
up a whole field for one crop 
or to plow and plant up and 
down a hill. However, it is 
practical to break up a field 
with more than one crop. 
The best way for farm- 
ers to see if strips would 
work is to ask the Garrett 


Soil Conservation District 
to come to their farm. Ac- 
cording to Butch Miller, Soil 
Conservation technician, 
“we like to have you in the 
field with us when we are 
laying out strips because 
sometimes there are options 
you could have, like strip 


width which can vary de 

pending on your tillage 
methods.” Sometimes a 
combination of contoured 
and even width strips are 
laid out in the same field. 
“We try to accommodate the 
farmer in any way we can 
because they are the one 
who has to plow, plant, and 
harvest the crops from these 
strips,” says Miller. 

Miller adds, “Think 
about this; stripcropping 
could be another tool to meet 
your conservation needs on 
your farm during these 
tough times.” 

Tosee if their fieldscould 
be stripcropped, farmers 
may contact Miller or any 
technician at the Garrett 
Soil Conservation District, 
(301) 334-1900, or (301) 334- 
3728 on weekends or eve- 
nings. 


AG Exports

Farm Bureau Urges 
New Approach To 
Pesticide Risk 


The American Farm 
Bureau Federation has 
urged Congress toestablish 
a regulatory framework 
that strives to protect the 
public against unreasonable 
risks -- not all risks -- in 
dealing with pesticide 
safety. 

“Nature is not benign, 
nor is life risk-free,” said 
Mark Maslyn, AFBF assis- 
tant director of national af- 
fairs, explaining that a 
policy that is excessively 
conservative in its approach 
to risk management is as 
misguided as one that 
trivializes risk. 

Farmers have concern 
and a genuine respect for 
the need to ensure that ag- 
ricultural chemicals are safe 
to use and are used safely, 
Maslyn told a House sub- 
committee during a hear- 
ing on pesticide safety. 

“We (farmers andranch- 
ers) liveonthe land we work 
and purchase our food from 
the same stores as everyone 
else. Ourlivelihoodsdepend 
onconsumer confidence and 
acceptance that our prod- 
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ucts are safe and nutri- 
tious.” 

Maslyn said farmers 
want to do what ia right for 
the environment and for 
consumers. “As this coun- 
try has grown, our farmers 
have responded to the de- 
mandsof consumers by pro- 
ducing high-quality and 
low-cost food,” as a result of 
technological advances. 

“Agricultural chemicals 
are an integral part of mod- 
ern farming systems and are 
currently the best available 
and most practical technol- 
ogy. They are an essential 
tool for both farm produc- 
tion and profitability that 
helps minimize the risk of 
loss. And, the safe use of 
chemicals has benefitted 
consumers,” Maslyn testi- 
fied. 

He said Farm Bureau 
supports efforts to replace 
the Delaney Clause with a 
negligible risk standard. 
“We strongly favor the ap- 
proach you (the committee) 


have taken in calculating 
dietary exposure by using 
the ‘whole crop’ approach.” 


The Delaney Clause is 
based on a “zero-risk” stan- 
dard. A “negligible risk” 
standard would evaluate 
the benefit of a chemical 
compared to the amount of 
risk involved in using it. 
The “whole crop” approach 
differs from the current 
method by balancing the 
risk and benefits of all pes- 
ticides being used on a par- 
ticular crop instead of fo- 
cusing onrisks and benefits 
of one pesticide at a time 
across all of its uses. 


Farm Bureau also sup- 
ports efforts to accelerate 
the cancellation process for 
agricultural chemicals, 
Maslyn testified. “For the 
sake of public confidence in 
our regulatory process, it is 
clear that the time it takes 
to cancel pesticides deter- 
mined to pose unreasonable 
risks should be shortened.” 


IPM Training Video Available 
For Corn And Soybean Growers 


The Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service, Maryland In- 
stitute for Agriculture and 
Natural Resources, has 
been helping educate Mary- 
land farmers about the eco- 
nomic and environmental 
benefits of integrated pest 
management (IPM) for 
many years. In 1991 Exten- 
sion trained and provided 
information on IPM tomore 
than 8,000 farmers, 4,000 
members of the “green” and 
pest control industries, and 
50,000 private citizens. 

Now, anew training vid- 
eotape on IPM techniques 
for com and soybeans -- 
Maryland's largest crops -- 
will allow Extension to 
reach even more agricul- 
tural producers in Maryland 
and surrounding Mid-At- 
lantic states. 

“Corn and soybeans are 
two of Maryland’s most im- 
portant crops,” says Betty 
Marose, Extension’s IPM 
coordinator. “If IPM were 
used on all Maryland com 
and soybean acreage, farm- 
ers would save more than 
$7 million in pesticide ap- 
plication costs while help- 
ing to protect wildlife and 
ground-water quality.” **"- 

Integrated Pest Manage- 
ment forCornand Suybeans 
is designed as a practical 
guide to teach growers, pri- 
vate consultants, scouts and 
the agribusiness service sec- 
tor how to put IPM to work 
on the farm. Its purpose is 
not toreplace training work- 
shops and other methods of 
IPM information delivery, 
but to supplement these 
approaches and provide 
workshop participants with 
asource of information they 
can refer to afterward.

Be Careful = When Switching Your 
Corn Fields To No-Tillage 

For years, everyone's been telling you (including me) 
that you should be using the “no-till” method for growing 
corn for the sake of soil conservation. No question -- conser- 
vation tillage does help to stabilize the soil from eroding 
away. But before you make the switch from conventional 
tillage to reduced tillage there is an important fact to 
consider -- Is the supply of nutrients deep enough in the soil 
for the corn roots to have an adequate supply? 

If the field to be no-tilled has a high fertility level down 
to the depth of a moldboard plow furrow, there shouldn't be 
any problems with the nutrient supply. But if the field is in 
the low to medium fertility level, in all likelihood there will 
not be enough available nutrients to produce the demred 
yield. 

On those low to medium fertility fields you will need to 
build up the fertility level before switching to reduced tillage 
This means you will need to plow down the nutrients into the 
root zone. This process may take more than one year, 

depending on the starting fertility level. Chisel plows and 
field cultivators only go to about one-half the depth of a 
moldboard plow. 
In the no-till system the nutrients will tend to concen- 
trate in the top 3" to 4” ofthe soil. Phosphorus and Potash are 


somewhat immobile and will not move down into the deeper 
root zone. The P and K that already exists in the deep root 
zone will be depleted by the corn plants; therefore, with the 
no-tillage there will be very little opportunity to replace the 
extracted P and K. No problem with nitrogen because it
